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JET BOMBER EXPLODES 
AT LITTLE ROCK; 5 KILLED 


WOMAN TRAPPED 


IN HOUSE DIES 
IN FIRE: THREE 
I CREW PERISH 


Another Civilian Bur- 
ied in Debris — 
Fourth Man on B-47 
Parachutes to Safety, 
Is Burned. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 31 
(AP)—A _ six-engine B-47 jet 
bomber exploded over Little 
Rock today showering flaming 
wreckage as it plunged near the 
Capitol. 

Five persons, including three 
crewmen, were: killed. Two 
civilians were known dead. 

Fires sparked by flaming de- 
bris destroyed eight homes. Two 
other houses were damaged. 
Windows were shattered for 
blocks around by two major im- 
pacts. 

One airman parachuted to 
safety. He was burned seriously. 

The B-47 had taken off only 10 
minutes earlier, at 6 a.m., on a 
training flight from its station 
at Little Rock Air Force Base, 
a Strategic Air Command facil- 
ity. A spokesman said the plane 
was capable of carrying nuclear 
weapons but had none aboard. 

One piece of wreckage dug 
a 25-foot-wide hole in a residen- 
tial section near the Capitol. 

Woman Trapped, Dies. 

The fuselage crashed into the 
home of Mrs. A. L. Clark, an 
elderly woman, in Pulaski 
Heights, two miles from the Cap- 
itol. She was trapped and died 
in the flames spread by the de- 
bris. 

The body of another civilian, 
Jimmy Hollobaugh, 27 years old, 
was pulled from the debris near 
the Capitol. Nothing was left 
of his home except the founda- 
tion. 

Bodies of two of the airmen 
were recovered from the wreck- 
age near Mrs. Clark’s ‘home. 
The Air Force said the body of 
the third crewman «lso had been 
found. 

The dead airmen were identi- 
fied as Capt. Herbert J. Ald- 
ridge, San Antonio, Tex.; Lt. 
Col. Reynolds J. Watson, Athens, 
Ga., and S. Sgt. K. E. Brose, 
Kewanee, IIl. 

First Lt. Thomas G. Smoak, 
Richmond, Va., parachuted 
safely into a residential section. 
He was taken to a hospital in 
serious condition. 

Firemen said three homes 
near the Capitol were so badly 
seared that no one in them could 
have survived. Officials reported 
that as far as they could deter- 
mine everyone had fled before 
the flames enveloped the houses. 

At first there were reports of 
a coilision between the jet and 
a light plane over the town of 
Mayflower, 15 miles north of 
Little Rock. 

The Federal Aviation Agency 
at Adams Field, Little Rock’s 
municipal airport, said, how- 
ever, observers probably mis- 
took a falling wing for another 
plane.

Bar Plan Is Submitted at Geneva 


U.S.-British Offer 


Encouraging, Needs 


Clarification, Says Tsarapkin—New 
Russian Renunciation Request. 


GENEVA, March 31 (AP)—The 
United States and Britain form- 
ally submitted the Camp David 
plan for a nuclear test bar to the 
Soviet Union today. 


The plan challenged Russia to 
remove the obstacles to a partial 
test bar treaty by agreeing to 
control details. 

Soviet delegate Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin said the Western pro- 
posals are “‘an encouraging step 
forward,” but require extensive 
clarification. 

He told newsmen he will sub- 
mit questions on the plan at sub- 
sequent meetings of the three- 
power treaty negotiations after 
the Camp David proposals, 
worked out by President Eisen- 
hower and British Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan, have been care- 
fully studied in Moscow. 


In the 10-nation disarmament 
conference also sitting in Geneva, 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Varerian Zorin proposed that a 


treaty barring nuclear weapons 
tests be linked to a promise from 
world powers to renounce aggre- 
sion and the use of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons. He said 
these steps should be taken in 
advance of a general disarma- 
ment treaty. 


Zorin maintained this approach 
would open the way to solution 
of the nuclear problem as a 
whole and represent ‘‘an im- 
portant act of confidence.” 


Western spokesmen were not 
impressed. They discribed the 
Soviet move as an attempt to 
commit the Western nations to 
a moral obligation which cannot 
be enforced. 

British Minister of State David 
Ormsby-Gore intervened in the 
debate to get the Western posi- 
tion on the record. He said it 
was American - British initiative 
which brought the nuclear test 
talks into being- 17 months ago 
and even produced the East-West

The statement followed an or- 
der of acting Hospital Commis- 
sioner James W. Meade suspend- 
ing Milan Milkovich, City Hos- 
pital administrator, for 30 days 
for releasing ‘‘unauthorized and 
erroneous” information. The 
suspension order was issued at 
the direction of Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, director of health and 
hospitals. 

Mayor Tucker said: 

“The city administration’s 
policy in regard to public in- 
formation available to the press 
and other means of mass com- 
munication remains the same as 
it has been since I have been 
mayor. 

“Any responsible city official, 
who has in his possession cor- 
rect information or facts of pub- 
lic interest, is urged to make it 
available upon the request of 
the press. All public records are 
available for inspection. 

“Inquiries involving policy 
matters, rather than information, 


directors, who have the respon- 
sibility for such decisions.” 


Reluctance to Talk. 


Subordinate officials in charge 
of city institutions and facilities 
have become increasingly re- 
luctant to discuss with reporters 
in recent months the matters 
within the officials’ jurisdiction. 

Some have been referring all 
questions to departmental 
superiors explaining that their 
superiors had instructed them 
to do so. Frequently, this has 
resulted in long delays in ob- 
taining information.

A bill to. submit the proposal 
to the voters was passed by the 
County Council yesterday by a 
vote of 5 to 2 and was signed 
today by Supervisor James H. J.

In 1959, Likely to Set Mark in 60 


WASHINGTON, March 31 
(UPI)—Cigarette smoking boom- 
ed to a new United States high 
in 1959 and probably will set an- 
other record this year despite 


continued medical claims that 
smoking is linked with lung 
cancer. 

The Department of Agriculture 
reported yesterday that produc- 
tion of United States cigarettes 
climbed to 490,000,000,000 last 
year, 4 per cent higher than in 
1958. It said total output’ this 
year appears likely to exceed 
500,000,000,000. 

Americans spent nearly $6,- 
100,000,000 on cigarettes in 1959.

Negroes at Cato Manor blocked 
roads with oil drums and stoned 
busses to prevent anyone from 
going to work. 

March on Durban Halted. 
(The Associated Press said a 
large force of white and Negro 
policemen, supported by arm- 
ored cars, turned back an at- 
tempt by some 5000 Negroes to 
make a march on Durban. The 
march was planned to force the 
release of Negro leaders ar- 
rested yesterday. 

(No bread or milk trucks have 
been allowed to enter Cato 
Manor, a frequent scene of ra- 


cial violence.) 


Besides the charges at Jabavu 
and Natalspruit, police also 
waded into native gatherings at 
Somerset West and a village 
near Stellenbosch, both of which 
are near Capetown. 

At Somerset West, police fired 
over the heads of the Negro 
crowd whes demonstrators pro- 
testing against the government’s 
racial policies challenged police 
to arrest them. The crowd ig- 
nored orders to disperse and po- 
lice charged them with their 
batons.

Ghana Seeks to 


Prepare Way 


For South Africa Sanctions

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
March 31—The Security Council 
was asked today to lay the 
groundwork for imposing eco- 
nomic or diplomatic sanctions 


against the Union of South 
Africa. 

This request was made by Am- 
bassador Alex Quaison-Sackey 
of Ghana. His proposals are 


known to represent the consen- 
sus of Asian and African nations 
participating in the Council ses- 
sion considering the violent re- 
pression of Africans by the South 
African government. 


The people of Africa and Asia, 
the Ghanian said, ‘‘feel that this 
council must assert its moral 
authority by deploring the inci- 
dents of twenty-first March,’ by 
recognizing clearly the danger 
that it constitutes to internation- 
al peace and by appealing to the 
Union government to abandon 
its policy of apartheid. 

“If the Union government 
fails to respond to the appeals 
of the Security Council, the gov- 
ernment and people of Ghana 
urge the Council to take econo- 
mic or diplomatic sanctions 
against the Union government.” 
Asian and African delegates 
said they hoped the Security 
Council would make the appeal 
to the Union of South Africa, as 
indicated by Quaison -Sackey. 
Then, after the lapse of a num- 
ber of weeks, if no response is 
forthcoming, the Asians and Af- 
ricans plan to request a new 
session of the Council to con- 
sider sanctions. 

The Security Council was meet- 
ing for the second day on the 
problem of unrest in South Afri- 
ca. Sitting at the council table, 
in addition to Council members, 
are representatives of India, Eth- 
iopia, Ghana, Pakistan, Guinea 
and Liberia. They were joined 
today by Ambassador Abdul Ri- 
fai of Jordan. 

Bernardus G. Fourie of the 
Union of South Africa again was 
invited to sit at the council ta- 
ble, but refused to do so. He 
had left the table yesterday after 
making a statement opposing 
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council consideration of the South 
African problem. 


Quaison-Sackey declared that 
his government views ‘with 
grave concern these large-scale 
killings of innocent and unarmed 
people and sees in this misdeed 
a threat to peace and stability in 
the African continent. Ghana’s 
concern is shared by all other 
sister African states—peace is 
indivisible and by whatever way 
it is endangered, it is the duty 


of your council to take immediate | 


steps to insure that there should 
be no international conflagra- 
tion.” 


He deciared it to be the special 
responsibility of the United States 
and Britain to influence South 
Africa to reverse its policies of 
racial oppression. 

Quaison-Sackey complimented 


the council president, Henry 
Cabot Lodge of the United 
States, on America’s revised 


African policy. 

Sir Pierson Dixon, the British 
delegate, urged the Council not 
to attempt to dictate changes in 
the policies of the South African 
government. Such an attempt, 
he said, could have the reverse 
of the intended effect. World 
opinion, expressed in the present 
council session, would command 
attention in South Africa, Dixon 
declared, implying that no action 
by the Council was required, 

The British diplomat quoted 
official British statements of 
“deep sympathy” for the people 
of South Africa, and rejecting 
‘the idea of the inherent super- 
iority of one race over another. 


Some African delegates, fol- 
lowing the British speech, said it 
would be difficult to get a strong 
action through the security 
council.

‘Pacifist Now Likely to 
Stay in Jail for Re- 
fusal to Name Guests 
at Summer Camp. 


CONCORD, N.H., March 31 
(AP) — The New Hampshire 
Supreme Court today refused to 
free Dr. Willard Uphaus, the 
pacifist serving a one-year jail 
term for contempt of court. 

The court’s ruling apparently 
means that Dr, Uphaus, a New 
Haven (Conn.) resident, will re- 
main behind bars until next 
December—unless he chooses to 
answer some of the questions 
asked him in a state investiga- 
tion of subversive activities. 

Uphaus, 69 years old, was 
sent to the Merrimack county 
jail at nearby Boscawen last 
Dec. 14 after defying—on ground 
of “conscience” — a superior 
court order to disclose the 
names of 600 guests at his World 
Fellowship summer camp in 
Conway in 1954.

Average Mean Temperature for Month 
Was 29.8—Normal for 90 Years 
Has Been 44.4. 


This month was the coldest 
March ever recorded in St. Louis 
and more snow fell—22.3 inches 
—than in any March except for 
1912. 

The Weather Bureau reported 
the average mean temperature 
for March was 29.8 degrees, well 
below the normal of 44.4 for the 
last 90 years in which records 
have been kept. Last year’s av- 
erage mean temperature for the 
month was 45.3 degrees. 

Contributing to the unusually 
low average temperatures were 
record low readings set on three 


consecutive days: 3 degrees on 
March 4, 5 below on March 5 
and 2 on March 6. 

Although precipitation was be- 
low normal—2.78 inches com- 
pared with the normal 3.42 
inches—so much of it came in 
the form of snow that the 22.3- 
inch accumulation for March was 
second only to the record 28.8 
inches that fell in March 1912. 

In all, March came in snowy 
and cold this year and left wet, 
and cool. The traditional March 
lamb appeared, briefly, only last 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday.

Motorists will be permitted to 
make left turns on the green 
traffic light at five’ intersee- 
tions, effective Tuesday, Traffic 
Commissioner Ellis C. Henry an- 
nounced yesterday.

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REFUGEES TELL 
OF FARM RIOTS 
INE. CERMANY 


-BERLIN, March 31 (UPI)— 
Refugees reported yesterday that 
rioting East German farmers 
beat Communist agitators, over- 
turned their cars and put them 


to rout in angry protest demon- 
strations against Red efforts to 
turn their land into collective 
farms. 


The refugees said the riots 
occurred Sunday in the East 
German villages of Burg, Prei- 
lack and Haasow, some 40 miles 
from Berlin. Eight farmers were 
reported to have been arrested. 


In the East German town of 
Matgendorf, Roman Catholic 
sources reported, authorities 
temporarily detained a Catholic 
priest, the Rev. Eugen Eussner, 
after he preached a sermon at- 
tacking the pressure placed on 
farmers to join collective farms. 

The reports came amid a 
stepped-up campaign by the East 
German Communists to break up 


| private ownership of dand in fa- 


vor of collective farms. The 
Communists themselves have ad- 
mitted running into resistance 
from farmers. 


The latest reported riots ap- 
parently began when local Com- 
munist. leaders called meetings 
to get farmers to volunteer to 
give up their land to collective 
farms. 


Despite farmer _ resistance, 
Communist authorities reported 
they had scored new successes in 
the collectivization campaign. 
The administrative districts of 
Leipiz, Cottbus and Schwerin an- 
nounced that all land in their 
areas had been collectivized. 


In eight of East Germany’s 14 
administrative districts, Commu- 
nist officials have reported, all 
farm land is under collective op- 
eration. 


Sorie 70 per cent of East Ger- 
man farm land under cultivation 
now is reported to be collecti- 
vized, compared with 52 per cent 
at the beginning of this year. 


British Port Drinking Drops. 


‘LONDON, March 31 (AP)— 
British imports of sherry from 
Spain and Portugal rose from 
2,400,000 gallons in 1954 to 3,500,- 
000 gallons in 1959, while port 
imports dropped from 1,300,000 
to a 1,000,000 gallons in the same 
period, the Financial Times re- 
ports. The paper says the Brit- 
ish no longer regard port a chic 
beverage.

FARM PRICES ROSE 3 PCT, 
MID-FEBRUARY, MID-MARCH 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—The Department of Agriculture 
reported today that farm prod- 
uct prices increased 3 per cent 
between mid-February and mid- 
March. This increase narrowed 
the gap between farm pricse be- 
ing received this year and those 
of a year earlier. 

The mid-March price level was 
only 1.5 per cent below a year 
earlier compared with 4 per cent 
in mid-February and 6 per cent 
in mid-January. 

Prices paid by farmers for 
goods and services used in farm 
production and in family living 
also went up during the month, 
but only one-third of 1 per cent. 
Nevertheless, the mid-March 
level of these prices set a new 
record, 

Farm prices as a whole in 
mid-March average 80 per cent 
of parity compared with 78 per 
cent a month earlier, 82 per cent 
a year ago and a record of 123 
per cent set in October 1946. 
Parity is a standard for meas- 
uring farm prices declared by 
law to be fair to farmers in re- 
lation to prices charged them.

It was over CMQ that Luis 
Conte Aguero, a commentator 
and once personal friend of 
Castro, delivered last week his 
charges of Communist infiltra- 
tion in the revolutionary regime 
and thereby made communism 
an open national issue of dis- 
pute. 

Conte Aguero received asylum 
at the Argentine embassy here 
Tuesday night and the move 
against his former employers, 
the Mestre brothers, followed 
immediately. 

In another development affect- 
ing Castro’s enemies, a military 
tribunal here sentenced Eugenio 
de Sosa Chabau, one-time editor 
of the opposition newspaper 
Diario de la Marina, to 20 years 
in prison for counter-revolution- 
ary activities. 

Twenty-four other persons 
were sentenced to terms of from 
six to 12 years. Sosa and his co- 
defendants were charged with

WASHINGTON, March 
(UPI)—Chairman Otto E. Pass- 
man charged today that the 
White House and others are ap- 
plying “shocking” pressures to 
his House Appropriations sub- 
committee on foreign aid. 

The Louisiana Democrat said 
pressure and propaganda have 
been unleashed 
quarters” in what he called an 
effort to thwart the subcommit- 
tee’s intention to curtail waste- 
ful foreign aid spending. 

Besides the White House, he 
said pressures emanate from the 
State Deparment, the Defense 
Department, 
Co - operation Administration, 
“‘scores’’ of manufacturers with 
aid orders, colleges and schools 
and churches, much of the press 
and radio, “and literally hun- 
dreds of other organizations”’ 
which he called misinformed. 


In a letter to House members, 
Passman said the subcommittee 
is working against ‘‘tremendous 
odds,” but promised it will rec- 
ommend a spending bill ‘‘based 
on need and not on desire.”’ 


Passman previously has said 
he hopes the subcommittee can 
cut $1,000,000,000 or more from 
President Eisenhower’s __ re- 
quested $4,175,000,000 for foreign 
aid spending next year. 

Meantime, the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee approved a 
$12,500,000 cut in the program, 
from which it earlier had 
trimmed $49,000,000. The For- 
eign Affairs Committee is con- 
sidering an authorization bill for 
the program. The Appropria- 
tions Committee is considering 
legislation actually providing the 


money. Cuts can be and usually 
are made in both committees.

Educational Fakery 


As one of the many foreign lan- 
guage teachers who have suffered 
at the hands of the ‘‘educationists,”’ 
people bent on aggrandizing depart- 
ments of “education,” I am im- 
pelled to indorse enthusiastically 
the sentiments expressed in John 
Chamberlain’s article “‘Avez-Vous 
Education?”’, reprinted on this page 
recently. 

A member of a bilingual family, 
I spoke a foreign language at home, 
.studied two languages in the 
‘grades, three in high school, and 
five in college. Equally fluent in 
three languages, I have a master of 
arts degree in one of them from an 
outstanding state university. I also 
have 148 language hours, member- 
ship in Phi Beta Kappa, a number 
of publications in professional mag- 
azines to my credit, and about 20 
years of teaching experience in high 
schools, colleges and elsewhere. 
Obtaining certification from the 
Missouri State Board of Education 
presents a major problem, however. 
I am told, for example, that I must 
take a number of education courses, 
most of which I have already had 
at my own university in another 
state. Although I have taught a 
demonstration class and a course 
in language-teaching methods at 
one of the Missouri state colleges 
and trained a number of future 
language teachers there, I am, it 
seems, nonetheless deficient in, 
among other things, the history of 
education and practice teaching. 

' JT cannot receive certification in 
one of my foreign languages be- 
cause all of my college credits in 
it are for graduate study and re- 
search. In view of the fact that in 
this particular language I have had 
the equivalent of undergraduate 
work in the grades and high school, 
my having received only graduate 
‘credit for it in college is under- 
standable 


As one who considers the direct 
method of teaching languages the 
most fascinating of-all forms of in- 
struction, I am still engaged in the 
work I love best. I have a number 
‘of private students—among them 
foreigners who are trying to master 
our difficult English tongue. And 
because of my knowledge of their 
vernacular, I am the better able 
to help them.- I also work: with 
groups of elementary school teach- 
ers, some with a background of as 
little as two or three years in a 
foreign language, who are, never- 
theless, faced with the probability 
of having to teach that language in 
their respective classes. 

These teachers, with disquietingly 
small knowledge of the foreign 
tongues they may eventually have 
to teach, have the education credits 
which I and many colleagues with 
training similar to. mine lack. 

I ask myself periodically whether 
these colleagues and I will, in order 
to achieve the certification which 
will enable us to teach the subjects 
in which at the moment there is a 
desperate teacher shortage, event- 
ually submit. to what one writer 
characterizes as ‘‘the mumbo-jumbo 
quackery of the schools of educa- 
tion.” Reader

Deadline for Filing 


Will the St. Louis and St. Louis county dele- 
gations to the next Missouri Legislature be 
any better than the generally second-rate and 
ineffective groups of recent years? 

The answer will begin to take shape at mid- 

night April 26, which is the final date for fil- 
ing for party nominations to be contested at 
the August primary. All of the city’s 18 House 
seats and four of its seven Senate seats 
will be at stake. In the county, voters will be 
filling all nine seats in the House and two 
of the three in the Senate. 
- Unless first-class candidates file for nom- 
ination for these offices, the prospect is that 
the same dreary crew that ignored most of 
the metropolitan area’s major needs in the 
past will be back “representing” St. Louis 
and the county next year. 

There have been, of course, two or three 
notable individual exceptions whose perform- 
ances helped lift the general average. It also 
is true that in the last session the city got an 
Earnings Tax bill and the area got its Bi-State 
bill, both major pieces of local legislation. But 
as groups both the city and the county dele- 
gations were much more responsive to the 
demands of city and county political organiza- 
tions than they were to the genuine needs of 
their communities. And it cannot be said that 
they were unduly attentive to general state 
needs, either. 

Nobody from the city, for example, raised 
a voice to give St. Louis home rule over its 
county layer of government, one of the basic 
structural reforms essential to progress in 
municipal affairs. Nor did anybody from the 
city advocate home rule for the St. Louis 
School Board so that it could organize its af- 
fairs more efficiently. Between them, these 
two St. Louis agencies spend almost $100,- 
000,000 in tax money, some of which is thrown 
away because city legislators refuse to see 
that laws that permit this waste are changed. 

The Missouri General Assembly long has 
operated on the principle of permitting law 
makers from a community to enjoy virtually 
dictatorial power over legislation affecting 
their areas. If St. Louis’s senators and rep- 
resentatives would make a determined bid 
for home rule over schools and the “county” 
offices, it seems reasonable to believe they 
would get what they wanted. 

Similarly in St. Louis county there was a 
dearth of support for important local legisla- 
lation. Most of the many, many needs were 
spelled out by the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey. But apart from the efforts of one or two 
representatives to do something about equal- 
izing educational opportunities, the Survey's 
recommendations have been treated as if they 
did not exist. The commendable effort to ex- 
tend the Nonpartisan Court Plan to the coun- 
ty was knifed, but a bill making the term of a 
county committeeman of either party four 
years instead of two zipped right through. 

Many of this metropolitan area’s problems 
of local government could be solved if the 
Missouri Legislature were willing. The Leg- 
islature will be willing and the problems will 
be solved only if the people of city and county 
elect senators and representatives who want 
them solved. 

The closing day for filing is April 26. 


Without False Pride 


United Nations debate on South Africa’s 
race policy began with a disavowal of ?{a) 
pride” in racial matters by the United 
chief delegate, Henry Cabot Lodge. Indeed, 
some of the comments on the African question 
will sound familiar to Americans. 

President Eisenhower has deplored the Af- 
rican riots and said the situation was ticklish. 
He said approximately the. same thing about 
sit-downs in the United States. The South 
African delegate to the U.N., Bernardus Fou- 
rie, implied that Communists were behind 
the violence. This is almost standard pro- 
cedure for racists, even when the violence is 
one-sided, And South Africa’s protestation 
that this is a domestic affair carries a vague 
echo of states’ rights. 

Yet while the United States has had its ra- 
cial problems, it has had nothing close to 
South Africa’s apartheid and oppression for 
a century. It may be, as the Union of South 
Africa protests, that the debate establishes a 
precedent for U.N. discussion of similar inter- 
nal disputes elsewhere. The United States 
would not welcome a U.N. debate on Negro 
voting rights, perhaps, but it need not fear 
one. This country’s problem is how to ex- 
pand individual rights; South Africa’s is the 
denial of them. 


Nor is it true that the significance of South 
African terrorism can be limited to South 
Africa. Africa is a continent with a future. 
Oppression of Africans is a matter of concern 
for the rising new states of Africa and cannot 
be kept out of the U.N. The United Nations 
may not be able to intervene directly, but its 
Security Council debate should help to iso- 
late the brutality of South Africa before 
world opinion. On its part the United States 
was completely justified in agreeing to the 


debate. 


Half a Standard 


Washington’s confusion over ethical stand- 
ards for regulatory agencies is illustrated by 
the two recent cases involving the FCC and 
the FPC. 

John C. Doerfer resigned as chairman of 
the Federal Communications Commission 
after disclosures that he had twice been a 


yachting guest of the owner of 12 stations. 


subject to FCC jurisdiction. Then, Chairman 
Jerome K. Kuykendall admitted that he and 
two other Federal Power Commission mem- 
bers had had off-the-record talks with a rep- 
resentative of a gas company which sought 
and got an $8,000,000 rate rise. 

Mr. Doerfer’s defense was that his host 
had not had cases pending before the FCC 
at the time the hospitality was extended. No 
question of favors is involved in the FPC case, 
but the three commissioners did indulge in 
ex parte talks about an important pending 
case. Which is worse? ) 

One possible standard of judgment was of- 
fered by the new FCC chairman, Frederick W. 
Ford, in testimony in the House. He said ex 
parte contacts should be permissible when no 
case is pending and impermissible when a 
case is pending. By that standard, Mr. Doer- 
fer’s offense might not seem as serious as that 
of the FPC commissioners. Yet nobody has 
demanded that the FPC members resign. 

In our opinion good regulatory conduct 
does not permit such standards b 
Nearly everybody now concedes that it is 
wrong for a regulatory officer to accept favors 
from someone subject to regulation, whether 


a case is immediately pending or not, It 
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year moratorium, which is obviously too long;

ously too short. We hope the President does 
not remain inflexible on the point. A two- 
year moratorium, as suggested by Senator 
Humphrey, would strike most people as a 
fair com . 

What is puzzling is the President’s apparent 
feeling that in respect to the moratorium on 
small tests he cannot make an agreement ex- 
tending beyond the term of his office. Yet 
at the same time he is proposing to sign a 
treaty that would halt big tests indefinitely. 
If he can commit his successor on the matter 
of big tests, why can he not commit him on 
the small ones, especially for a stated period? 

The President’s first term ended Jan. 20, 
1957, and until he took the oath of office for 
the second time he had no way of being abso- 
lutely sure that he would be his own succes- 
sor. But this did not prevent him from mak- 
ing proposals to the Russians for agreements 
that would have extended far beyond the end 
of his first term. On March 1, 1956, he sent 
a letter to the Soviet Premier proposing a 
treaty providing for “open-skies” inspection 
coupled with steps to halt further production 
of nuclear bombs. He did not say then that 
he was unable to commit his successor. He 
did not propose an agreement to expire with 
his first term on Jan. 20, 1957. He proposed 
an agreement to run indefinitely, and every- 
body properly assumed that he had full au- 
thority to do so. The same is true today. If 
a President could make agreements only for 
the period of his own incumbency, the busi- 
ness of the Government would be badly 
crippled. 

So we hope the Administration does not 
take a rigid stand on the question of duration 
of the moratorium. Since a small-test mora- 
torium is the key that may unlock the door 
to the world’s first international arms inspec- 
tion system, every effort should be made to 
reach a reasonable agreement on its terms. 


How Military Costs Rise 


The inherent expense and uncertainty that 
go with modern military weapons are em- 
phasized by a Pentagon decision to close out 
the Bomarc air defense program. The Bo- 
marc had a series of nine failures in 10 tests 
against missiles and target planes after Con- 
gress had granted appropriations totaling 
$2,229,000,000 in the last several years. 

In the background is the realization that 
the major danger to this country in the future 
will be from ballistic missiles. This is shown 
by the Air Force desire to push the Midas 
satellite which is expected to detect ballistic 
missiles seconds after they are launched. How 
great a risk will be incurred by depending on 
the F-106 interceptor to fill the interval until 
Midas is perfected? The F-106, which flies at 
almost the speed of the Bomarc, has the ad- 
vantage of control by a human brain. The 
pilot can use practically the same ground 
control system as the Bomarc. 

Unfortunately there is the chance that the 
Midas, like the Bomarc, may fail to material- 
ize. The gambles and the waste of money 
that go with military preparedness are indeed 
close to unlimited. 


Invitation to a Dancer 


Arthur Murray ought to reconsider his re- 
fusal to testify before the circuit court grand 
jury in St. Louis in view of the fact that the 
Federal Trade Commission has accused his 
organization of selling dancing lessons through 
what the FTC described as deceptive contests 
appealing to “the innocent, unwary and unsus- 
pecting.” The commission also charged the 
company, Arthur Murray, Inc., with using 
other forms of deception and coercion to ob- 
tain customers. 

Mr. Murray and his wife, Kathryn, unfortu- 
nately have pleaded that “previous commit- 
ments” prevented them from accepting the 
grand jury’s invitation to explain how they 
control some 450 dance studios licensed to 
use their name. The invitation was issued 
after the jury heard testimony from a former 
dance studio executive about high-pressure 
Sales techniques reportedly used to obtain 
more than $25,000 from one elderly woman 
for dancing lessons. 

As described in the Post-Dispatch by Dick- 
son Terry, the pattern unfolded before the 
grand jury is one of a “highly organized sys- 
tem of progressive sales pressure designed to 
extract every possible dime from the student’s 
funds.” It is a particularly objectionable busi- 
ness in that it preys on the victim’s fears and 
loneliness. 

The grand jury made it plain that such 
methods are not employed by all dancing 
schools. The difficulty is that the legitimate 
schools suffer from the operations of the un- 
ethical. Murray is a sort of “dean” of the 
business and knows all the angles. Also, he 
said in a statement responding to the FTC 
charge that wherever his licensed studios had 
been engaged in unapproved practices, these 
practices had been corrected. That would 
have been a more acceptable explanation had 
he been willing to make it to the St. Louis 
grand jury. 


New Hope for the Meramec?

It is a reason- 
able deduction that Moscow would not 
be ready to pay such a price for less 
than an overriding reason. 

We Westerners. cannot know the 
reason, but a considerable body of 
evidence exists and it all points in the 
same direction. The evidence is 
strong that Moscow is decreasingly 
concerned over American, British and 
French nuclear power but is increas- 
ingly anxious over the possibility that 
unless something is done quickly the 
Soviet Union will be ringed by other 
new nuclear powers and that this 
some day will include inevitably West 
Germany and Communist China. 

French success in achieving a nv- 
clear explosion is evidence that nucle- 
ar secrecy no longer exists seriously. 
What France has done today Sweden 
can do tomorrow. It might take Com- 
munist China one year or five years 
more to reach the same stage, but it 
certainly will get there soon. West

Nothing could be more disturbing to 
this status quo than to have both West 
Germany and Communist China be- 
come nuclear powers. Certainly we do 
not want China so armed. Moscow has 
obvious reasons for feeling the same 
about West Germany. Moscow Can- 
not say publicly it would prefer China 
to remain non-nuclear, but nothing 
would so reduce Soviet power stature 
than to be sandwiched between a nu- 
clear China and West Germany. 

Moscow has proposed a de-nuclear- 
ized zone for Asia which Peiping bas 
backed with monumental lack of en- 
thusiasm. And the so-called Khrush- 
chev disarmament plan interestingly 
schedules arms reductions in such a 
way that if ever adopted (which it will 
not be) at the end of the second stage, 
the principal victims would be China 
and West Germany. 

A process of depolarization of power 
probably will take place in the world. 
It can come about either by general- 
ization of nuciear weapons or the 
gradual suppression of nuclear weap- 
ons. Eventually either all modern in- 
dustrial countries will have them or 
those which have them now will at 
least cease testing them and eventual- 
ly reduce their stockpiles sufficiently 
to persuade others to refrain from 
making them. 

In essence we must decide whether 
or not to join Moscow in an operation 
which would protect the Soviet Union 
from being sandwiched between nu- 
clearized China and West Germany. 
Clearly to Moscow this is the greater 
evil—the lesser evil being our in- 
spectors inside Soviet frontiers. 


If we go join, we shall have entered 
into a project which cuts across the 
lines of the old cold war. If we refuse 
to join, we shall be responsible, in 
part, for the nuclear arming of many

Subcommittee Chairman Chet 
Holifield (Dem., Calif.) an ad- 
vocate of a large scale shelter 
program, protested, saying shel- 
ters could reduce the number of 
Americans killed in an atomic 
raid from 50,000,000 to 5,000,000. 


Lemay replied that a big scale 
shelter plan is the same thing as 
a maginot line concept, a refer- 
ence to a line of gun emplace- 
ments along the French border 
that was easily broken by the 
Germans in World War II. 

“I think it’s doomed to fail- 
ure,” Lemay said. “When you 
build shelters you only have a 
passive defense.”

Butler reminded them that 
most of the 1959 assessment re- 
mains unpaid.

The Missouri delegation, which 
will fight for Symington’s nomi- 
nation, will need good seats in 
the convention hall and rooms 
at hotels close by to work effec- 
tively for the Missouri Senator.

Dalton, in a report of his staff's 
investigation of Long’s conduct 
in office yesterday strongly 
urged prosecuting officials to 
make a thorough investigation 
and to institute crimminal prose- 
cution if warranted. 

Long, who resigned under fire 
last Nov. 25 after the Post- 
Dispatch published a series of 


his office, admitted to the Post- 
Dispatch that he had accepted a 
gift of bed linens and towels 
from the registered agent for 
Karoll’s, Inc., of Chicago. The 
firm was the principal supplier 
of bed clothing and dry goods 
for Missouri institutions.

The gift, comprising two doz- 
en sheets and pillow cases and 
several dozen towels, was valued 
at $67.50. They were shipped to 
Long’s home in Fayette, county

However, Rogers said he would 
reconsider the case in view of 
the Attorney General’s report, 
but added: “I doubt I will find 
cause to file on the man.”

Prosecuting Attorney James 
T. Riley of Cole county said he 
had followed the Post-Dispatch 
articles about Long’s conduct 
in office. In his opinion, he said, 
the only possible violation of 
criminal law was the accept- 
ance of the gift, “and that did 
not occur here in Cole county.” 

“As Dalton said,” Riley added, 
“I do not agree with the prac- 
tices Long followed, but there 
is nothing I can do about it.”

“COOKING FOR TWO” may sound enchanting to the prospec- 
tive bride, but she may find it more

recipes are designed to serve four or six persons, so here are a 
few suggestions for the inexperienced cook looking for attractive 
dishes that can be served with ease to a twosome.

Broiled Rib “Roast”: Select a 
one-rib roast of beef two to two 
and one-half inches thick. Slash 
fat edge at one-inch intervals 
and broil as you would a thick 
steak, about five inches from 
source of heat. Allow 50 to 60 
minutes for rare to medium 
rare, turning steak once during 
broiling period. Garnish with 
tomatoes topped with buttered 
crumbs and placed on the rack 
for the last five minutes of broil- 
ing time, and with fresh spring 
onions. 


Here is an entire menu for a 
rather special dinner, scaled to 
size by using the convenient 
eight-ounce of “buffet” size can 
that supplies foods in amounts 
just right for two. 

Suggested Menu: Broiled 
Ham Slice with pineapple- 
raisin sauce; butter-browned 
potatoes; asparagus spears 
with olive butter; tossed salad; 
salt sticks; glazed apricot 
tarts; coffee. 


Broiled Ham Slice 

With Pineapple-Raisin Sauce. 

Small slice ham (one inch 
thick). 

Two tablespoons brown sugar. 

One-half teaspoon grated 
orange rind. 

Two tablespoons orange juice. 

Two tablespoons seedless 
raisins. 

One-third cup drained crushed 
pineapple. 

Preheat broiler. Cut edge of 
ham at one inch intervals to 
prevent curling. Put on broiler 
rack about three inches from 
heating unit. Broil a total of 
20-22 minutes, turning once, if 
ham is uncooked. If ham is 
precooked broil until heated 
and brown. 

Combine sugar, orange rind, 
orange juice, raisins and drained 
pineapple in a pan. Simmer 
gently about five minutes and 
spread over ham at serving time. 


Asparagus with Olive Butter 

One 10!4-ounce can asparagus 
tips or spears. 

Two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. 

One-fourth teaspoon worces- 
tershire sauce, 

Two tablespoons chopped 
stuffed olives. 

Drain liquid from asparagus 
and boil down to half. Add as- 
paragus, cover pan and heat 
through. Melt butter, add worces- 
tershire sauce and olives. Put 
asparagus in hot serving dish 
and pour butter sauce over it. 

Yield: two servings. 

Drain and brown in butter an 
eight-ounce can of tiny whole 
potatoes. Sprinkle a little 
chopped parsley or chives over 
them while still in the pan.

Apricot Tarts 


Glazed Apricot Tarts 
For Two. 
Cereal Tart Shells: 
One cup finely crushed bran 
flakes 


Two tablespoons sugar. 

Few grains salt. 

One tablespoon flour. 

Three tablespoons melted but- 
ter or margarine. 

One tablespoon water. 

Combine cereal, sugar, salt and 
flour. Mix in melted butter. 
Sprinkle water over mixture and 
toss lightly. Chill slightly and 
press mixture firmly into two 
four and one-half inch tart pans 
or custard cups. Bake in a mod- 
erate over (350 degrees) about 
eight to 10 minutes.

Dredge sole fillets in flour. 
Heat two tablespoons butter in a 
skillet. Cook sole fillets quickly 
over medium heat until delicate- 
ly browned, about one minute on 
each side. 

Transfer to warm plate and 
keep hot in the oven. Add re- 
maining one tablespoon butter 
and almonds to skillet drippings. 
Cook over high heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until almonds are 
slightly browned. Add salt and 
wine; heat, stirring well, and 
pour over sole fillets. Serve at 
once.

Fallacy: Convenience foods al- 


and Fallacies About Food Shopping Can Affect the Budget 


ways cost more than unserviced 
foods. 


Fact: Convenience foods (those 
with added services such as 
processing and packaging) some- 
times are thriftier than similar 
foods with less service added. 


In a pilot study of convenience 
foods and their cost to consum- 
ers, United States Dept. of Agri- 
culture researchers compared 
the prices of 63 pairs of serviced 
and unserviced foods from su- 
permarkets in Washington, D. C€., 
December, 1957. The majority 
of the convenience foods studied 
were little more expensive and 
some were less expensive than 
the unserviced. Lower costs of 
convenience foods are possible 
because reduced waste and spoil- 
age save on costs. 

Consumers cannot expect to 


find lower retail prices on all 


terparts, but lower prices for 
convenience foods may be more 
prevalent than is generally as- 
sumed. 


Fallacy: Wise consumers buy 
only those items on their shop- 
ping lists. 

Fact: Buying an item not in- 
cluded on a shopping list does 
not necessarily mean an impulse 
purchase nor a purchase beyond 
need. The item bought may be 
an economical substitute or su- 
perior in quality to a listed item, 
or it may be one forgotten but

Preparing a shopping list be- 
fore going to the food store of- 
fers the advantages of matching 
purchases with intended menus 


and of including items known in 
advance to reasonable in 
price. But the most helpful list 
is usually flexible, allowing a 
chance to substitute one item 
for another or to add to the list 
after in-store inspection. 

Fallacy: Saving a few pennies 
by comparing costs among foods 
rarely makes much difference in 
the food bill. 

Fact: Saving a few pennies 
on an item may seem unimpor- 
tant, but small savings on an 
item of frequent purchase can 
total a substantial sum in a 
year’s time. 

Fallacy: Relative price per 
pound determines the choice 
among meats. 

Fact: Thrifty shoppers con- 
sider the cost per serving of 
meat rather than the price per 


pound, Different cuts of meat 
often vary in bone and fat con- 
tent, hence in yield of servings 
per pound purchased.

“This country is fully aware of 
tle seriousness of the Cuban 
situation and while our policy is 
becoming firmer, I think it 
would be difficult to become too 
stiff in our straight talk with 
Castro. 


“The Cuban situation is not 
alone our responsibility. It is 
the responsibility of the Organi- 
zation of American States and 
we must, as a hemisphere, ex- 
tract this poison,” he said. The 
Organization of American States 
includes the United States and 
all the countries of Latin Amer- 
ica, ; 

The friendliness of Seuth

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SCIENCE COMES 
TO THE AID OF 
COCKTAIL HOUR 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March fi 
(AP) — Science is finding evi- 
dence to support the early eve- 
ning cocktail hour as the best 
time for man to take @ drink. 
His risk of hangover probably 
increases as the night grows 
late. 


This tip comes from a study 
by Dr. Franz Halberg and asso- 
ciates at the University of Min- 
nesota. 

Dr. Halberg told an American 
Cancer Society seminar for 
science writers today that mice 
can best tolerate and burn up 
alcohol in morning hours. Mice 
are nocturnal animals while man 
is a daytime creature, So per- 
haps man is best able to con- 
sume alcohol without great 
penalty in the evening hours, he 
suggested, 

Body cells are found to ha‘ 
rhythms in the rates at which 
they grow most rapidly or best 
carry on other duties, Glands 
also follow some schedules of 
their own. 

The experiments indicate there 
well may be best times for

LFUKEMIA VACCINE 
I CALLED POSSIBLE 


ence m 
against the ailment—was offered 
here yesterday at the American 
Cancer Society’s seminar for 
science writers. 


es Steven O. Schwartz, a 
specialist with the Hek- 
toen Institute for Medical Re- 
search of Cook County Hospital, 
Chicago, told of an experiment 
in which material taken from 
the brains of four persons who 
had died of leukemia was in- 
jected into 14 male volunteers 
selected from among prisoners 
at Cook county jail. After four 
weeks, blood was taken from 
the prisoners and made into 
“antiserum.” 

The antiserum was injected 
into mice of a strain susceptible 
to leukemia, after the mice had 
already been inoculated with ma- 
terial from brains of four other 
persons who had died of leu- 
kemia. 

Dr. Schwartz said the result 
was that mice which got the 
human antiserum were protected 
from developing leukemia to a 
significant degree, whereas mice 
that were untreated all died. . 

“The foremost purpose of 
these experiments,” Dr. Schwartz 
told the group, ‘‘was to demon- 
strate that human beings were 
able to respond to the stimulus 
of the theoretical virus by the 
production of antibodies.’’ 


Dr. Schwartz flashed on a 
Screen an electron microscope 
photograph showing what he 
said were virus particles in the 
substance taken from brains of 
human leukemia victims, Others, 
he said, might call them “‘virus- 
like” particles. The picture had 


been magnified 5,000,000 times. 

Using the leukemic human 
brain material in another experi- 
ment designed to prove a virus 
was involved, Dr. Schwartz said 
the substance had produced leu- 
kemia when injected into mice 
that ordinarily do not get the 
ailment. 

The virus-like particles then 
were found in the brains of mice 
that had developed leukemia, but 
not in brains of mice that were 
not leukemic, he reported. 

Describing himself as having 
“unlimited optimism” in his ap- 
proach to the cancer problem, 
Dr. Schwartz said he and his 
group believed the role of the 
virus in leukemia was that of a 
seed, which would not grow un- 
Jess the soil and other conditions 
were right. 

Heredity Is Soil. 

“The virus is the seed,” he 
said, ‘‘and heredity is the soil 
where the seed has the potential 
to grow.” 

Dr. William Dameshek, direc- 
tor of the blood research lab- 
oratory, New England Center 
Hospital, Boston, made it clear 
he felt a virus was only one of 
several possible causes of leu- 
kemia. He said radiation would 
result in leukemia, with no virus 
present. 

Another panelist, Dr. Leon 
Dmochowski of Baylor Univer- 
sity College of Medicine, Hous- 
ton, also did not believe leu- 
kemia could be blamed on any 
single factdr. He said a number 
of factors had to be present. 

It was emphasized by all three 
medical scientists that there is 
no leukemia vaccine available 
now, and it may be a very long 
time before any becomes avail- 
able, even if Dr. Schwartz’s be- 
liefs about viral origin turn out 
to be correct. 

As yet leukemia virus, assum- 
ing there is one, has not been 
isolated, When and if it is, there 
will remain the task of growing 
the virus in quantity so that vac- 
cine can be produced.

Dressen Speaking 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., 
March 31—“The way Charley 
Dressen has been going,” a 
Los Angeles writer quipped re- 
cently, ‘‘I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if he finished five or six 
‘games ahead of the Braves.” 

There’s no doubt that the 
hottest article in the Grape- 
fruit League this spring has 
been the new Milwaukee man- 
ager, the familiar stocky fig- 
ure who hasn’t been at a loss 
for words since he barked sig- 
nals for Decatur’s Staley 
Starchwork Terriers, forerun- 
ners of the Chicago Bears. 

Where most managers cringe 
from putting themselves on the 
spot—and Milwaukee predeces- 
sor Fred Haney was particu- 
larly cautious with his predic- 
tions — Dressen has forecast 
everything except the weather. 
‘And he flatly has picked the 
‘Braves to win the pennant. 

“Sure, I said it,” he con- 
firmed a story in The Sporting 
News. “I picked the Braves. 
We've got the best club. Mil- 
waukee should have won last 
“year.” 

With that one remark, chesty 
Cholly could be said to have 
taken a dig both at Haney and 
at the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
the world champions for whom 
he coached the last two sea- 
sons. 

“Naw,” he protested, “I’m 
not rapping Fred or the 
Dodgers. Heck, I thought L.A. 
went a long way last season. 
Good club with good pitching 
and real good infield defense. 
But I stil] think Milwaukee is 
better. And I can’t help it if it 
sounds critical of Haney when 
I say I’m going to run this 
club more, That’s what they’ve 
got the speed for.” 

Dressen mentioned Hank 
Aaron, Ed Mathews, Bill Bru- 
ton and Lee Maye, a tall left- 
handed hitter who'll play left 
field if powerful Wes Coving- 
ton fails to bounce back from 
knee surgery. Covington was 
the next-to-last Milwaukee 
holdout. 


Speed and Giants 


“A guy like Aaron would like 
to run, he told me,” Dressen 
went on, “and I’m going to 
accommodate him. My Brook- 
lyn clubs used to run—remem- 
ber?—and as I told Walter Al- 
ston when we were going up 
against those Go-Go Sox in the 
World Series, ‘Let’s upset ‘em 
by beating them at their own 
game.” 

The Dodgers did outrun the 
White Sox and Umpire Ed 
Hurley finally ran Dressen, too, 
in the final game of the series. 

Although he respects Los 
Angeles, especially the pitch- 
ing and the infield defense, 
the Braves’ new boss believes 
San Francisco probably will 
provide Milwaukee’s toughest 
competition. 

“Especially if those two new 
pitchers (Billy O’Dell and Billy 
Loes) do as well as I think 
they can,” Dressen said. ‘“‘The 
Giants have given up their 
bench to get what they needed 
the last couple of years, but 
they might not need it too 
much.” 

5 The Braves, who won as 
Many games in the regular 
geason as Los Angeles (86) and 
three more than San Francis- 
bo, expect to win with a pat 


hand. Except to come up with 
lefthanded-hitting Catcher 

Charley Lau in a winter deal 
with Detroit, Milwaukee made 
no trades. 

The Suds City is relying on 
a return by Red Schoendienst 
at second base, the Braves’ 
weakest position last year, and 
figuring on Covington or Maye 
to provide lefthanded punch in 
left field. 

“The way Schoendienst has 
looked,” Dressen said after 
Red had played a few exhibi- 
tions, “I think we can count 
on him for 80 to 100 games. 
And the kid I’m playing behind 
him, Chuck Cottier, though he 
didn’t hit in the minors, is a 
great glove man. I think I’ve 
helped his hitting, too.” 


Open Secret 


Chesty Cholly, at 61, is an 
acknowledged baseball brain 
who doesn’t hesitate to share 
his appreciation of his own 
talent — and some of his 
secrets. 


“Yeah,” he confined, “I said 
I picked off Haney’s signs last 
year. So did Gil Hodges.” 


The secret he wouldn’t share 
concerned his pitching staff. 
“I’ve got something I don’t 
want to talk about,” he said, 
cryptically, explaining only 
that it concerned an ambition 
to work with six starters. 


Dressen mentioned the 20- 
game partners, masterful 
Southpaw Warren Spahn and 
rubber-armed Righthander Lew 
Burdette, plus Dodger-beater 
Bob Buhl and the threesome 
that felt it didn’t get enough 
work last year—Carl Willey, 
Joey Jay and Juan Pizarro. 

Chesty Cholly already has 
departed from Haney’s method 
of batting home-run champion 
Matthews second in the lineup, 
dropping the handsome slugger 
to the third spot in his batting 
order, And he plans less work 
for the top relief pitcher, Don 
McMahon. 

“He worked 60 times and 
told me he warmed up in 72 
more games,” Dresson dis- 
closed. ‘“‘fmagine having a guy 
throw in or during 132 games!” 

Win or lose, the Braves un- 
der Charley Dressen will be a 
noisier team and probably 
more aggressive. If they aren’t 
more successful, though, there 
will be a loud laugh from Los 
Angeles. That’s where the 
Dodgers and Fred Haney live. 


Rickettsial Disease 


Caused Tatum Death 


CHAPEL HILL, N.C., March 
31 (UPI)—A special study under- 
way at the National Institute of 
Health showed yesterday that 
the late University of North 
Carolina football coach, Jim 
Tatum, died of Rickettsial dis- 
ease. 

The disease is caused by or- 
ganisms smaller than bactaria 
but larger than viruses. Forms 
of rickettsial diseases include 
typhus and Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. The diseases are 
usually carried by ticks, lice and 
fleas. 

Doctors said at first ,that 
Tatum died from a massive 
virus attack which caused his 
kidneys to stop functioning. 

Mrs. Tatum was affected by 
the same agent but recovered 
after being hospitalized about 
the time of her husband’s death 
last summer. 


4-Bagger

MIAMI, Fla., March 31 (AP)— 
At age 18, Dave Nicholson 
pocketed $102,000 and the keys 
to a new car. Then he left his 
St. Louis home to play baseball 
for the Baltimore Orioles, he 
hoped. 

That was in 1958, and the husky 
bonus outfielder still hasn’t won 
a job with Baltimore.

PERHAPS THE MOST inter- 
esting aspect of duplicate bridge 
is the opportunity given the par- 
ticipants to compare their re- 
sults on a given hand with those 
of others who have played the 
identical hand.

Don’t Force Child to Ea 


‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“1§ IT ALL RIGHT. to force a child to eat? My 4-year- 
old grandson isn’t underweight, but sometimes he refuses 
food. Frequently his father makes him eat, and the. child 
gets sick at his stomach. M. A.” 

A child should not be‘ forced to eat. There are a few 
simple, logical rules and tricks to keep a child eating the 
right things, but no good -can be accomplished by forcing 
him to eat. Instead harm will usually result. 


Hunger is one of the basic drives of life. If chil- 
dren are hungry and ready for food, they will eat. 
This is true from babyhood on. As they get a little 
bit older they get frisky. Child psychologists tell us 
that is a very capricious age. Four-year-olds try out 
ideas of their own and develop a mind of their own. 


, They still have all the basic drives, and always will. 
When hungry, they'll eat. But try to force them, and they'll 
rebel. They quite often, under such circumstances, throw 
up what is forced down. Why shouldn’t they? Wouldn’t you? 
So what do you do? Rule 1: No bickering at the table. 
Rule 2: Don’t fuss about the things you can’t eat because 
the little tykes are quick to copy. Rule 3: Let ‘em eat if 
they’re hungry; let ‘em not eat if they aren’t. And so, Rule 
4: When they’ve had enough (or said they’ve had enough!) 
let them get down from the table. But, Rule 5: No more 
eating until the next meal. No snacks, no candy. It will 
take them about two trials of this (unless you've let them 
get into bad habits, and then it will take longer) to under- 
stand that they eat what they want at mealtimes; they don’t 
fuss, and they don’t get goodies afterward or between meals. 
And now Rule 6: No eating before meals, either. Let a 
small child have a candy bar, a cookie, a bottle of soda 
pop a little before dinner and, naturally, he won’t eat his 
meat and vegetables. Would you? If you are going to give 
the sweets, do it sparingly, but above all, do it after the child 
hag eaten a good lunch or dinner. 


Another tip: Youngsters often are fickle. One day 
they “don’t like tomatoes,” and the next they do. 
Ignore this inconstency. Mid-afternoon or mid-morn- 
ing *nacks, or “tea parties,” or whatever you choose 
te call them, are fine for children. But this should be 
a regular routine. It does not mean giving in to a 
wail of “I’m hungry” 3@ minutes after a child has re- 
fused to eat. 


Just wait a few years. The same child will be at the 
stage at which you can’t seem to keep them filled up with

LONDON, March 31 (AP). 
"TIS TORTURE to the soul, 
trying to bear birthday greetings 
to Sean O’Casey, the prickly 
genius held by many to be Ire- 
land’s greatest living dramatist. 


He lives at Torquay, Devon, 
where he listens to what the 
sea may be saying to an old 
Irishman. He was 80 yester- 
day. Never mind if the refer- 
ence books say he was born 
in 1884. Needing a birth certifi- 
cate only recently, O’Casey 
himself discovered that the 
date is March 36, 1880,

terview in which he might 
address himself to his admirers 
in the United States. 

In a reply O’Casey expressed 
thanks for the suggestion ‘‘to 
hang an article on the peg of 
my forthcoming birthday.”

Pork Chops as a Company Dish 


By Hoyt Alden 


A FRIEND from New York 
dropped in on our middlewestern 
home unexpectedly one time, and 
my wife was distressed because 


we weren’t having a company | 


type dinner. Among other things 
on the table was a big bowl of 
black-eyed peas which had been 
cooked with ham hock, some- 
thing I consider far superior to 
the kind of stuff wives put to- 
gether when company comes. 

Anyway, my city friend looked 
at the black-eyed peas and said, 
“What is this?” We told him. 
He had heard of them, he said, 
and he had also heard that 
people eat them. We assured him 
they are widely consumed in 
certain quarters, so he decided 
to try them. After his third help- 
ing he was convinced, and want- 
ed to know if he could get hold 
of some of this native food to 
t-"-e back to the city. 

I a funny thing, the attitude 
r . women have about what is 
ccmpany food and what is strict- 
ly family food. They wouldn’t 
dream, for instance, of serving 
company a big plate of crispy 
fried pork chops with hot cream 
gravy, along with baked sweet 
potatoes and fried apples. Yet 
for my money it’s better eating 
than what. usually appears as 
party dishes. 

Especially when they’re cooked 
the way they should be. The pork 
chops, for instance, crackling 
brown on the outside and tender 
on the inside. Here’s how you 
do it: 

Get a dozen center cut pork 
chops about three quarters of an 
inch thick. Salt and pepper them 
lightly. Heat two tablespoons of 
butter in a heavy iron skillet. 
When the butter is sizzling, add 
the chops and fry them fast for 
about five minutes on each side. 
Don’t let the fat burn. 

Then cover the pan with a 
heavy lid, turn down the fire and 
let them cook slowly for 35 to 
45 minutes, depending on how 
thick they are. Take them out 
and keep them warm. 

Now you come to one of the 
most important steps, the prepa- 
ration of the gravy. It’s not a 
thing to be approached casually. 

Drain off all but four or five 
tablespoons of drippings. Don’t 
lose any of the brown part. Put 
two level tablespoons of flour 
in the pan. Stir it and blend it 
with the drippings. Cook it for 
a minute or two, then gradually 
add two and a half cups of milk. 
Stir all the time and scrape 
the essence off the bottom and 
sides of the skillet. This is what 
gives the gravy its flavor. Let 
it cook until moderately thick 
and season it with salt to taste 
and coarsely ground pepper. 
Nothing else. That’s gravy. 


CHICKEN has long had the 
distinction of being something 
of a company dish, yet when 
company comes it has to be 
either fried or fixed up fancy. 
No one would dream of setting 
before company a huge tureen 
of chicken and dumplings with 
rich, golden gravy: One of the 
best chicken dishes in the world. 
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The city friend looked at the blackeyed peas and said, 
"What is this?" 


pe rns and four teaspoons 


of salt. 

Let it go on simmering until 
the chicken is done enough to 
start falling from the bone. It 
should take about three hours 
from the first boiling point after 
the vegetables were added. Take 
the chicken off the fire and let 


it cool in the pot liquor. Then 
remove all the meat from the 
bones. Discard the skin and the 
gristle, and keep the meat in as 
large chunks as possible. 

Skim as much fat as you can 
from the kettle. Put a clean 
cloth in your strainer and run 
the broth through this. You 


should have a couple of quarts 
of’ good chicken broth. Then 
strain the fat and put it away, 
to be used in the crust and the 
sauce. Pour the broth over the 
chicken and let it set overnight. 


WHEN YOU’RE READY to as- 
semble the pie, first make the 
sauce. Put the chicken and 
broth on a low flame just long 
enough to thin the broth. Then 
melt four tablespoons of chicken 
fat and the same amount of but- 
ter in the top of a double boiler. 
Over a low flame, stir in 10 
tablespoons of flour and cook for 
a minute, stirring all the time. 
Then add gradually, still stir- 
ring, three cups of hot chicken 
broth. Cook until you have a 
smooth, thick sauce. Season it 
to taste with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper. Then stir 
in gradually, while still cooking, 
a cup of cream. Take it off the 
fire and let it cool. 

The pastry is regular biscuit 
dough. Use four cups of biscuit 
flour and eight teaspoons of bak- 
ing powdef with a teaspoon of 
salt. Cut into it 10 tablespoons 
of butter, then eight tablespoons 
of cold chicken fat. Moisten it 
with three-fourths of a cup of 
cold milk. After mixing and 
kneading, chill it for half an 
hour. 

Take enough to line the inside 
of a two-quart glass baking dish. 
Then lay in all the chicken, put- 
ting the white meat on top. Then 
pour on the sauce, or enough to 
fill the dish to the top. Roll out 
the rest of the dough to amply 
cover the dish. Crimp the crusts 
together all around, Cut some 
slits in the top. Haye the oven 
well preheated to 450 degrees. 
Put the baking dish on a cookie 
sheet and let it bake until the 


top crust has risen and turned 
to a golden brown. 

Serve immediately with new 
green peas and new boiled pota- 
toes and little buttered boiled 
onions and you've got a com- 
pany dinner.
